$800,000 Offer For Land 


AVIS To Conserve 20-Acre Parcel 


The Andover Village Im- 
provement Society is planning to 
preserve 18 acres of open field and 
woods between West Parish Church 
and Andover High School. The land, 
currently owned by West Parish 
Church and touching Reservation 
Road, would form a critical link in 
the Baker’s Meadow-Indian Ridge 
loop trail for walkers. 

The congregation of West Parish 
Church voted to accept an $800,000 
offer from AVIS and some neighbors 
to purchase 20.26 acres of its land. 
The AVIS plan calls for a little over 
two acres to become an extension of 
one neighbor’s current lot with ev- 
erything else conservation land open 
to the public forever, said AVIS 
President Nathaniel Smith. 

“These 18 acres include one of the 
most beautiful open fields left in 
Andover,’’ Mr. Smith said. ‘“‘We are 
very excited at the prospect of keep- 
ing this field open to the public for 
the enjoyment of future generations 
of Andover citizens.” 

He said West Parish bought the 
land almost 15 years ago with contri- 
butions from a town conservationist, 
in whose memory AVIS named its 
Purdon Reservation. 

“We are terribly pleased that the 
members of the the West Parish 
Church congregation voted with her 
memory in mind and with the beau- 
ty of this land in mind,”’ Mr. Smith 
aid. ‘AVIS has never before bid 
openly against developers in order 
to preserve valuable land. Before 
the May 4 vote we were confident 
that hardly anyone really wanted to 
have another housing development, 
but it was not clear then how impor- 
tant preservation of land was to the

congregation. The church is facing 
some hefty expenses, including the 
fixing of its steeple. We thought they 
could get their cake and eat it too by 
accepting our $800,000 offer. Now we 
have to go raise some money.”’ 

AVIS was founded almost 100 
years ago and now holds almost 1,- 
000 acres of Andover land in its natu- 
ral state for the enjoyment of all 
Andover citizens. There are nearly 
20 different AVIS reservations, all 
with walking trails and a local gar- 
den to oversee the land. The society 
has preserved nearly two-and-a-half 
miles of the shoreline of the Merri- 
mack River, over a mile along the 
Shawsheen River and numerous 
streams, fields and woods. 

These 18 acres would become part 
of the 66-acre Baker’s Meadow Res- 
ervation beside Reservation Road. 
The West Parish open field would 
connect the west end of the Baker’s 
Meadow loop trail to the recently 
constructed AVIS boardwalks over 
the bogs behind the high school. The 
trail connects with the 23-acre Indi- 
an Ridge Reservation along the top 
of the esker, or ridge.

After-School Program Helps 
Special Kids Meet Challenges

Students with challenges to overcome 
are getting a chance to develop skills that 
will help them meet these challenges 
head -on and make new friends in the 
process. A new after- school enrichment 
program at West Middle School is open- 
ing new doors for these special needs 
youngsters. 


The program is part of the special edu- 
cation and human services department. 
It’s designed to provide a variety of expe- 
riences for the 20 participants, ages 6 to 
18, from Andover, North Andover, Law- 
rence and Methuen two days each week. 

The seeds of the program took root last 
year when a group of parents with special 
needs children, educators, administrators 
and human service representatives 
formed a task force to research similar 
programs in the area. 


The task force designed the Monday 
and Thursday after-school pilot program, 
which includes exercise and physical the- 
rapy, arts and crafts and games. The pro- 
gram focuses on activities the children 
can do, rather than on those they can’t. It 
provides them with goals and skills to 
meet those objectives.

Subdivision Closer To Approval

The final piece of the massive puzzle that is the 
Andover Country Club development may have been 
slipped into place at Tuesday night’s Planning Board 
meeting. 

After four years at the drawing board, developer 
Yvon Cormier’s latest proposal seems to address 
most of the problems that stalled previous attempts 
to build a subdivision surrounding the country club 
golf course. 

His new preliminary plan for 115 buildable lots on 
202 acres slices 78 units from a proposal rejected by 
the board in March. 

Mr. Cormier has reduced and relocated access 
roads away from heavily traveled Lowell Junction 
Road and redrawn lot lines that previously would 
have had golfers teeing off from homeowner’s back- 
yards. 

‘“‘We’ve tried as best we could to address all con- 
cerns the board had,”’ said project engineer Paul Fer- 
rante. 

“They’ve eliminated most of the concerns I’ve had 
about the subdivision,” said Town Physical Planner 
Steve Colyer. ‘From a designing standpoint, this 
plan is about 95 percent there.”’ 

One problem discussed at the March meeting did 
resurface as board members expressed fears that 


drivers would use the subdivision as a shortcut into 
the Ballardvale and Shawsheen sections of town. 

The proposed subdivision would use a main con- 
nector road between Beacon and Canterbury streets. 

“This (issue) is something the board has been 
skirting around for a number of years,” said board 
member Michael Houghton. 

Board Chairman Russ Moran suggested Mr. Fer- 
rante consider making the main road inside the sub- 
division a one-way street to discourage any traffic 
flow into the east portion of town. 


The golf course development is one of seven sepa- 
rate subdivision sections that make up the 350-acre 


Andover Country Club project. 

Several sections have been approved since 1979, 
although work has yet to start, or is incomplete in 
some subdivisions. 

Mr. Colyer asked the board Monday night to keep 
in mind the broader scope of the project. The And- 
over Country Club ‘‘represents one of the largest sin- 
gle developments you people have ever seen.”’ 

The board will vote on the preliminary plan at its 
May 23 meeting. If approved, the developer will then 
be required submit a more detailed definitive plan 
before building permits could be issued. 


Town, Ex-Firefighter Take Workers’ 
Compensation Squabble To Court

At first glance, the case of Poole vs. the Town ot 
Andover seems like a straightforward workers’ com- 
pensation dispute. 

Ex-fireman Lenny Poole says he just wants what 
other disabled firefighters have gotten in Andover— 
compensation for injuries suffered in the line of duty. 

The town maintains his chronic arthritis condition 
began crippling Mr. Poole long before his knee was 
struck by a board in 1983 as he was pulling lumber off 
a car buried by wood from an overturned truck on 
Interstate 495. 

A simple case, both sides agreed, and Superior 
Court Judge John Ronan seemed to agree as well last 
December when he issued a brief, five-paragraph de- 
cision in Mr. Poole’s favor. 

But the case took on a new life recently when town 
administrators moved to place Mr. Poole on involun- 
tary retirement—which would pay him a reduced dis- 
ability salary—despite the fact that Judge Ronan 
awarded the ex-firefighter full pay and an appeals 
judge upheld that part of the decision in January. 

If it survives an almost inevitable challenge in 
court, the town’s action could become a strategic op- 
tion for beleaguered Massachusetts municipalities, 
which have seen a massive upswing in fire and police 
injury compensation cases in recent years. 

The town’s rationale is simple: whether Mr. Poole 
qualifies for injury pay is separate and irrelevant to 
the town’s ability to retire an employee who is per- 
manently unable to return to work. 

‘There’s nothing in the law that says we have to 
pay him for doing nothing,”’ said Town Manager Ken- 
neth Mahony. 

Although he couched it in legalese, Boston attorney 
Daniel Pagnano, representing Andover, agrees with 
Mr. Mahony. Involuntary retirement is ‘‘a totally 
separate thing,” from Judge Ronan’s decision, he 
said. 

‘Tf a police or fireman can do something else, does 
that‘ mean the town’should have to pay that person 


forever?”’ 

But Alan Pierce, chairman of the workmen’s com- 
pensation division of the Massachusetts Bar Associa- 
tion, isn’t quite so sure the judge’s decision can be 
bypassed that easily. 

“Tf they (Andover) can get away with it, it would 
certainly be a novel way of treating these cases,”’ he 
said. ‘‘But I don’t believe the decision of the town to 
put him on retirement will relieve them of the 
judgment.”’ 

In general, said Mr. Pierce, ‘‘if I had in my hands 
a decision of the judge and the town gave my client 
something else, I would be hellbent to enforce the 
judge’s decision.”’ 

Andover attorney Grover Nix has already sent the 
town a letter threatening to file a contempt complaint 
but said Monday he would wait for the result of an 
Andover Retirement Board hearing expected some- 
time this month. 

“Their timing is questionable in light of the 
events,”’ said Mr. Nix. ‘‘Why did they do this within 
90 days after the ruling (by Judge Ronan)? Why not 
anytime in the past four-and-a-half to five years?”’ 

Andover has appealed Judge Ronan’s decision, 
and in January succeeded in delaying payment of 
back salary until the appeal is decided. Mr, Pagnano 
says he hopes to get a hearing sometime this sum- 
mer. 

The central piece of evidence for both sides is a 
state medical report issued in 1984.Lawyers for both 
plaintiff and defendant say the report proves their 
case. 

In the document, Mr. Poole’s medical history 
noted his knees first showed signs of arthritis in 1974 
and again in 1977 when the firefighter first suffered 
what is described as a ‘‘worked-related injury to his 
left knee.”’ 

The doctors concluded that Mr. Poole’s accident 
“only aggravated a pre-existing...arthritis in his left

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


As a concerned parent of a 32-year-old 
and a recent resident to Andover, I’m out- 
raged by a local developer’s request to 
have the Zoning Board of Appeals ap- 
prove a permit to operate a ‘‘shooting gal- 
lery” in the heart of downtown Andover 
at the former bowling alley behind the 
Old Town Hall. Approval of a gun club 
would be a public safety hazard, a trage- 
dy waiting to happen. 

The concerns of the citizens of Andover 
and elected selectmen must be brought to 
bear so that the Zoning Board of Appeals 
acts responsively and rejects the devel- 
oper’s irresponsible request. 

The downtown area is a heavy pedestri- 
an traffic area frequented daily by shop- 
pers, parents and children. A shooting 
range in the heart of downtown is ill con- 
ceived for a variety of reasons: 

ePublic safety hazard: Heightened traf- 
fic of gun enthusiasts frequently carrying 
lethal weapons to and from the proposed 
shooting range in a high-density, pedes- 
trian area. 


eLiquor-firearms factor: Liquor and 
weapons don’t mix. No less than five es- 
tablishments offering liquor are located 
within a 30-second walk of the proposed 
site: a liquor store, local bar and three 
restaurants. The potential scenarios are 
only too tragic and real. 

eQuality of life: A downtown shooting 
range undermines the quality of life and 
integrity of the town of Andover and its 
special family-oriented, New England ap- 

al. 

eShooting range attraction for entire 
Merrimack Valley area: The shooting 
range would become a magnet for gun 
eniins eats in the entire Merrimack Val- 
ey. 
Gun enthusiasts should have a secure, 
controlled and supervised location to 
practice their marksmanship far remov- 
ed from major population-dense centers. 
A site in the heart of downtown Andover 
with heavy pedestrian traffic is a public 
safety hazard that must be turned down. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals, town se- 
lectmen and citizens of Andover must say 
a loud ‘‘no”’ to the irresponsible request of 
a local developer to use his downtown 
building as a shooting gallery.

Eggert Puts Warriors Back 
In Conference Title Picture

Junior Chris Eggert pitched and batted the And- 
over High varsity baseball team back into the Merri- 
mack Valley Conference Large School Division title 
picture last week, the Golden Warriors clobbering 
Wilmington 15-6 and Billerica 9-1 to move within one 
game of first place. 

The unassuming Eggert cleared the bases twice 
with doubles to drive in six runs against Wilmington, 
and then retired the first 11 batters he faced en route 
to a complete-game pitching victory at Billerica.

two years of cleaning, painting, stenciling 
and simply rediscovering the original 
building. The town house, as it used to be 
called, was dedicated the first time in De- 
cember, 1858, three years after Andover 
and North Andover became separate 
towns. Town offices were moved to the 
new municipal building on Bartlet Street 
in 1984, and after a brief stint as a credit 
union, Old Town Hall was closed. 

Norma Gammon, president of the his- 
torical society, says the response to the 
renovated building has been overwhelm- 
ingly favorable. ‘Everyone is absolutely 
amazed,” she said. 

“We are left with a town house that 
stands in all its glory,” said Board of Se- 
lectmen Chairman Gail Ralston, who also 
chaired the rededication ceremony com- 
mittee. 

Mrs. Ralston and Mrs. Gammon were 
among several dignitaries who spoke at 
the ceremony held in the hall’s second- 
floor auditorium. They were joined by 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony, state 
Rep. Susan Tucker and U.S. Rep. Chester 
Atkins on the stage. State Sen. Patricia 
McGovern was unable to make the af- 


ternoon ceremony. 

Downstairs, works by Andover artist 
Frances Dalton filled a large room. Miss 
Dalton, 84, got to see her paintings hang- 
ing in the town hall during a special visit 
Friday, Ms. Thibeault said. 

The building will now be used for town 
functions and available to the general 
public, but the details haven’t been 
worked out, selectmen said. Andover 
Postmaster Antonio Mendoza said the 
post office will probably have an outlet in 
Old Town Hall. 

Rep. Tucker said, whatever its use, the 
old building gives town residents a ‘‘sense 
of place. It’s for our kids and our grand- 
children so they have a piece of Andover 
in their hearts as well.” 

Even after the ceremony was over, or- 
ganizers were still finding things to do. 
“We ought to get an Andover flag” for the 
flagpole in front of the town hall, Mrs. 
Gammon said. 

Charlotte Smith, historical society di- 
rector, said the front door banged shut too 
loudly and could be heard upstairs. 

“Tt’s like a new car,” said Selectman 
Gerald Silverman. ‘You have to try it out 
for 30 days and then find out what’s 
wrong with it and bring it back to the 
shop.”

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Marine To Give Memorial Day Address 


Marine Col. Harvey C. Barnum, 
Jr., the fourth Marine to be awarded 
the nation’s highest honor, the Med- 
al of Honor, presented for valor in 
Vietnam, will give the principal ad- 
dress during Andover’s Memorial 
Day exercises, Monday, May 28, at 
Memorial Auditorium. 

His address will be in keeping 
with the theme of this year’s cermo- 
nies dedicated to Medal of Honor re- 
cipients from Andover, including 
retired U.S. Navy Capt. George L. 
Sweet of 22 Linda Road. 

Also expected to attend the serv- 
ices are the two other living Massa- 
chusetts recipients of the Medal of 
Honor, Thomas J. Hudner, U.S.N. 
(Ret.) and Charles A. MacGilvray, 
former U.S. Army sergeant. 

The exercises will begin with the 
traditional parade, which will fea- 
ture the U.S. Marine Corps and Air 
Force bands. The Marine band will 
give a conert on Memorial Day af- 
ternoon in front of Memorial Audito- 
rium. 

Col. Barnum is the military secre- 
tary to the commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps headquarters in 
Washington, D.C. 

Col. Barnum was born July 21, 
1940, in Cheshire, Conn. He was 
president of his freshman and senior 
class at Cheshire High School, where 
he played football and baseball, was 
a member of the Boy Scouts of 
America, the ‘‘C” Club and the Gym 
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Leaders Club. 

He attended St. Anselm College in 
Manchester, N.H., graduating with a 
bachelor of arts degree in economics 
in 1962. He joined the Marine Corps 
Platoon Leaders Class program in 
1958 and attended summer sessions 
in 1959 and 1961 and was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant in the Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve after graduating 
from college. 

Col. Barnum served on temporary 
duty in Vietnam from December, 
1965, to February, 1966, as an artil- 
lery forward observer with Co.H., 
9nd Battalion, 9th Marines, 3rd Ma- 
rine Division (Rein). He earned the 
Medal of Honor, the nation’s highest 
award for valor, for his combat ac- 
tion on Dec. 18, 1965, and was pro- 
moted to captain in June, 1966, after 
his return to Hawaii. He reported for 
instruction in the Associate Field Ar- 
tillery Officer Career Course, Army 
Artillery and Misssile School, Fort 
Sill, Okla., in 1967. 

That year Col. Barnum was or- 
dered to Headquarters Marine 
Corps, Washington, D.C., for duty as 
the administrative assistant to the 
deputy chief of staff for manpower 
and subsequently aide to the assis- 
tant commandant. In 1968 he re- 
turned to Vietnam where he 
assumed command of Battery E, 
2nd Battalion, 12th Marines, 3rd Ma- 
rine Division (Rein). For his combat 
action during this tour, he was 
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Col. Harvey Barnum, Jr. 


awarded the Bronze Star Medal with 
Combat ‘“‘V” and Gold Star in lieu of 
a second award, the Navy Achieve- 
ment Medal, Purple Heart and Viet- 
namese Cross of Gallantry. Battery 
E was awarded the Meritorious Unit 
Citation for fire support rendered to 
the 9th Marine Regiment. 

Col. Barnum’s personal medals 
and decorations include the Medal of 
Honor, Defense Superior Service 
Medal, Bronze Star Medal with 
Combat ‘“‘V” and a gold star in lieu 
of a second award, Purple Heart, 
Meritorious Service Medal.

knee” and agreed that he “‘is perma- 
nently disabled from doing the tasks 
of a firefighter.” 

But Mr. Nix points out that Mr. 
Poole was medically cleared to work 
before the 1983 accident. 


“The report clearly says the in- 
jury that permanently disabled him 
occurred during the line of duty. It 
doesn’t matter if that injury aggra- 
vated a pre-existing condition.” 

Mr. Pagnano and the town take a 
completely different view of the re- 
port’s conclusions. ‘We feel it does 
not say that his disability was be- 
cause of the accident.’’ He adds that 
case precedent show that ‘“wear- 
ina injuries are not compensat- 
ible.”’ 


The attorney is basing the town’s 
appeal on the medical report, which 
he says Judge Ronan didn’t take into 
account when rendering his deci- 
sion. 

Some overtures at settlement have 
been made, but Mr. Nix called them 
insufficient and both lawyers de- 
clined to discuss any offers. Accord- 
ing to Town Accountant Rodney 
Smith, Mr. Poole’s back pay would 
amount to roughly $120,000. If found 
liable for back pay, the town could 
also be required to pay interest on 
any court award. 
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
